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BOLSHEVISM IN CHINA. 


A YEAR OF REVOLUTION. 


IS is a valuable book for all students of 
4 Far Eastern affairs. It gives a Clear and 
comprehensive outline of the course of the 
Nationalist Revelufion from the beginning 
oÍ the Cantonese invasion of Central China | 
in August, 1926, to the termination: of the 
Comnmiunist ‘control of the Nationalist 
Government, which led to the temporary 
reconciliation of the Hankow and Nanking 
factions, in August, 1927. , 

The author states impartially the salient 
factors—social, . religious . and industrial, 
as. well as military and: political—under- 
lying the Revolution. He sketches briefly 
the setting of the stage, from the forma- 
tion of the Chinese Republic through its 
various phases up to the ‘rise of the 
Nationalist movement. He shows us clearly 
how the systematic use of propaganda 
among the people, and the forging and 
handling of the economic weapon—that is 


to say, the strike and boycott, reinforced 
when necessary by intimidation and riot— 


have been the most characteristic features 
in the progress of the movement. A re- 
markable example of the success of this 
policy is provided by the invasion of the 
British Concession at Hankow in January, 
1927, by a frenzied mob of Chinese cooliés 
inflamed by . anti-British propaganda. 
Thanks to the wonderful discipline of a 
handful of British, marines, who withheld 
their fire, not a. life was Jost; but to avoid 
bloodshed, thé effects Of which would have 
been far-reaching and :incalculable, ‘the 
Concession was eventually handed over to 
the Chinese authorities, 
w “ bá w - 

In the chapters dealing with the Com- 
munist control’ special care- -has been 
devoted to elncidating the part ‘that tlic 
Russian Communist faction played in the 
Revolution. Fortunately this was only a 
passing phase ; for the Chinese were quick 
to see that the purpose ef Russian assist- 
ance was merely to use China to forward 
their own aims of world ‘revolution. The 
Communist regime; by its very violence 
ahd repugnance to, Chinese ideals. was 
self-limited and eventually, repudiated. 

After the bitter éxperiencé of Hankow 
the British Government wisely took no 
risks, and despatched 4 strong force for 
the protection of Shanghai. . It was the 
restraint that marked this parade of power 
which impressed..the Chinese. and did more 
to bring. home to them the latent good- 
will of Great Britain than Chamberlain's 
declaration .of. the “Government's liberal 
policy towards China.

Among Western nations this enlightened 
policy is rapidly supplanting the “ gunboat 
policy’’ of the past, but Japan still 
remains a disturbing factor in Chinese 
politics. There is no donbt that a China 
united under the Nationalists will nota 
allow her te continue in some of the 
privileges which she now enjoys in 
Manchuria, but it ‘would not pay her to 
obstruct the Nationalist cause openly or 
forciblv. She would have to accept present 
hardships and loss for the sake of the 
large share that she intends to have in 
the trade of a united and prosperous China 
in the future. Besides, the rapidly growing 
power of the Japanese Labour Party, who 
are against any aggressive or imperialistic 
policy towards China. must influence her 
attitude to some extent. 

The Chinese Revolution has been demo- 
eratic, and profoundly social and economic 
in its aims Tt is, as Mr. Chanman srvs. 
“for the people, but not from the people.” 
Tp fo now it has brought the common 
people nothing but ' suffering; yet the 
Nationists, whatever their faults, here 
succeeded in establishing peace, and the 
recuperative power of the Chinese race is 
so great that a few vears of such pence 
ig sufficient to restore its prosperity. 
Therefore, everv well-wisher of Chin@must 
hope that the Nationalists will eventually 
succeed in their endeavour to form a strong 
and united Central Government for the 
country. i J. W.S.

There is, or used to be, a widely accepted 
view that Hardy came of peasant stock 
and that Hardy himself was a peasant 
who ‘broke his birth’s invidious bar” 
and rose to be what he was by sheer force 
of character, and without the aid of any 
adventitious circumstances. This is a 
view entirely wrong. He came of excellent 
stock, from which had sprung the~ Hardy 
who was Nelson’s friend, and it is made 
clear in this volume that. both his father 
and mother were of exceptional character 
ond type. The boy was delicate at birth, 
and until he was five or six years old his 
parents hardly supposed that he would 
survive to grow up; but with the passing 
of years they gave him every encourage- 
ment to learning. Quite early his mother 
presented him with. Dryden’s “ Virgil,’’ 
Johnson’s “ Rasselas,’”’ and “ Paul and 
Virgini&’’ and impressed him with the 
study of languages. If the boy did not 
go to the university it was not, as he often 
said in mid™jle age, from any want of 
sympathy or financial assistance from his 
father.

In those days Hardy led a curiously 
double, or even treble, life—walking three 
‘miles every day from his rura! home to the 
architect’s office in Dorchester, where he 
was employed, spending the leisure of 
early morning. in the study of the 
Greek Testament or of Homer, and 
rushing off in the evening with his fiddle; 
under his: arm to play country-cances, ' 
reels and hornpipes at a _ wedding, 
christening, or Christmas party at a 
remote village. His physical vigour was 
not much greater than it had been when 
he was a child, but it enabled him like the 
conjurar at a fair, to keep in the air the 
three balls of architecture, scholarship 
and .dance-fiddling. 

Thence to London, of which Mrs. Hardy 
gives a fuil account, which should silence 
for ever the criticism that Hardy, being a 
Wessex man, was out of his depths when 
he wrote about folk in London society. 
For a long time he hesitated between 
architecture and literature, and, when the 
final chance was made and he had Jaid 
aside the pencil for the pen, he never felt 
that the writing of novels was his true 
vocation. He had begun with poetry, and 
with poetry he ended his literary labours, 
as much, perhaps, from the fact that it 
was the dominant influence within. him as 
from any idea that the adverse and severe 
criticism of “ Jude the Observer ” decided 
him to write no more novels..

THE DIARY OF A CENSOR. 


_———_- > -—-— — 


EADING this diary, which was kept 
4%. by .Viscount Sandhurst. from the 
beginning of the War to the end of 1915, 
is. to be reminded of things which now 
seem to be farther off than the events of 
the Napoleonic Wars. Yet it is good to 
be reminded of these ‘‘ unhappy, far-off 
things ’’ occasionally, particularly when 
everyone is.doing his best to forget. This 
diary is of events which were great, but 
are reduced. to. a. petty seale in the 
recorded gossip of the time. History Is 
scen as it affected the fortunes and the 
lives of Lord Sandhurst and his friends, 
and for this reason the diary as published 
is likely to be more useful to historians 
in the future than the more pretentious 
revelations of politicians and. generals. 
Lord Sandhurst was Lord Chamberlain 
during the whole period of the war and 
until his death in 1921. In that office he 
was in close touch with the Cabinets of 
the, time. Yet if is clear that, even as a 


member .of .the, Government, he had to} 


rely upon the newspapers and what gossip 
he could collect for information about the 
events. which were shaping a continent. 
He was, in fact, no better placed than the 
ordinary man. in the street. As ‘Lora 
Chamberlain he was very múch disturbed 
by the class of entertainment which 
London theatres were providing for 
soldiers home on Jeave, and he had con- 
siderable trouble in keeping thein within 
bounds. He gives it as his considered 
opinion that “.You cannot make_ people 
moral, or direct their tastes by Act of 
Parliament ;* the’ publie must take the 
matter into their own hands and by not 
paying for seats discourage these beastly 
things. , « The more I see of the 
business the less I. think it part of the 
duties nowadays of the Lord Chamber 
lain.”

Mergen- 
theim is a small waterimg-place, with a 
picturesque old ‘‘platz’’ and a rugged, 
four-square palace, which until recently 
belonged to the Dukes of Waztemberg and 
held a garrison, bat has now been turned 
into a museum and  acconimodates 
municipal schools. It possesses a fine 
chapel of the Order of the Teutonic 
Knights and a couple of noteworthy spiral 
staircases which lead to enormous attics. 
One of these spirals is made in the form of 
twisted stone ““ropes,’’ and, if you stand 
at the bottom of the shaft and look directly 
upwards you see at the top a gilt effivy of | 
the sun, set in a blue stone sky. 

To a soldier, in spite of all that has 
passed, it was sad to see the deserted mess- 
room of the regiment which had once had 
Mergentheim for its permanent place of 
garrison—ithe sporting trophies still on the 
walls, the challenge-targets of its shooting 
club, the silver wild-boar centrepiece 
presented by the Emperior Francis in 
memory of the regiment’s centenary.

just been Jooking at in the museum. 


A HISTORIC TOWN, 

At a little after mid-day on the fourth 
day of our tour, as we topped a gentle rise, 
we caught cur first glimpse of Rothenburg: 
We knew that this unique old town would 
prove the culminating point of all our 
dreams. 

Rothenburg-on-the Tauber-is a wonder- 
ful conglomeration of colonred medieval 
houses, crowning a crescent ridge above a 
valley. 
intact; and time seems to have spared if 
in other ways than that as well; for it 
has never spread beyond those walls into 
unsightly suburbs. It ig clear-cut, 
satistying, and every building in it—every 
stone—is eloquent of its history as a 
‘free city of the Empire.’’ Though it 
has few scars now to show, yet it com- 
memorates, in mural-tablet, song and 
legend; many a stirring war-like happen- 
ing. The famous Tilly captured it in 
1631, and in 1645 it fell to Turenne, after 
a short bombardment—though where he 
could have mounted the ordnance of that 
day is difficult to imagine. No emplace- 
ment near at hand seems possible for the 
shelling of this ridge-built city of the 
plain. 

A thing which strikes you forcibly in 
Rothenburg is the ease of your transition, 
once you have passed its gates, from the 
I sense of values to the medieval. 
Thougf you approach it up a motor road, 
which you can do on “top,” and though 
in’ ite ancient streets you straightaway 


' come face-to-face with chars-a-bancs and 


trippers, yet do you pass beneath its spell 
so quickly that everything seems right and 
fitting, on the different scale of the 
Middle Ages, and everything (even the 
trippers) seems to take on somehow the 
colour of its surroundings. 


SAVED BY LONG QUAFF. 

Rothenburg has one long, cobbled street, 
which runs along the crestline of the 
ridge, between gabled houses, painted in 
greys and browns and russet-reds. At 
either end this street is terminated by 
tall watch tower gates, from which the 
loopholed walls, roofed and galleried, start 
on their circumvallation of the ridge. 
Across the main street, at irregular 
intervals, are passages that run down to 
the walls, full of turns and twists and 
intriguing alley-ways. In the centre of 
everything is a fine old square, surrounded 
by Gothic buildings. From many of the 
houses curious 8 project into the 
street, the finest being those upon the 
facades of the inns. 

Of Tilly’s capture of the city they tell 
a famous story—how the Burgomaster won 
remission from the customary pillage by 
quaffing at a draught a colossal measure 
of ale; and you learn that every year, 
at about Whitsuntide, this popular 
exploit is repeated, as the central feature 
of a pageant, 

We spent much of our time wandering 
in the old “ Burg Garten,” built in an 
angle of the wails, under ancient lime 
trees, whence you may gain a view of a 
great part of the city. From there we 
watched at evening the sunset gilding 
towers. and h itched “roofs, an 
making for us a picture never to be for- 
gotten. There was no coal-smoke but the 
haze of wood-fires in the stillness, while 
points of light flashed, one by one, from 
gilded steeples and from _loopholed 
windows in high towers. 

We left Rothenburg with reluctance, 
but time was pressing. Less than an 
hour’s run took us to Ansbach, capital of 
Central Franconia, a large, clean, empty- 
looking town situated in park-like country, 
once a fief of the Margraves of Branden- 
burg and ‘the, Hehenroijerns, but now in 
Bavaria.

An Educational Appointment. 


Mr: W. ‘Hutchings, M.A.; who has been

A Belfast Botanist. 


P;‘ofessor James Small, D.Sc., who, in his 
presidential address to the members of the 
Belfast Natural History and- Philosophical 
Society. threw out the suggestion that the 
activities of the society should be widened 
so as to include the whole of Ulster with a 
corresponding change of title, is almost a 
cosmopolitan; for he was born in Scot- 
land, studied and spent much time in 
England, and latterly has been Professor 
of Botany at Queen’s University at 
Bel fast. 

Professor Small was born at Brechin, in 
Forfarshire. and attended the local High 
School before proceeding to Birkbeck 
College, London, where he became 
Herbarium Medallist and Bell Scholar.

* All-Red Route” for Mails. 


For a considerable time past there has 
been great agitation to have a new mail 
route between Holyhead and Killough, 
which is on the County Down coast, a few 
miles from Ardglass, the great North of 
Ireland herring fishimg centre. The 
Northern Goverament has been approached 
on this question, and Lord or, who 
owns Killough, has offered to hand it over 
to the authorities at a nominal rent, so 
that it may be dredged and converted into 
a fitting harbour as a terminus for the 
English mails. 

A commission, which recently inquired 
into the condition of the North of Ireland 
harboars, favoured Killough, bat thought 
that the cost of developing it would be 
prohibitive, as it would reach a sum of 
over £100,000. The harbour could also be 
used as a fishing centre, as the present 
one, Ardgiass, is not considered to be very 
saie while certain winds are prevailing. 

This is not the first time that the ques- 
tion ‘of a direct mail service betweea 
England and Northern Treland has been 
broached, and it is interesting to know 
that as far back as a hundred years ago— 
in 1824 to be exact—mails came from 
Great Britain to Donaghadee, and were 
conveyed from there throughout the 
country by the good old mail coach. 
Donaghadee, by the way, is also on the 
County Down coast, and is at present one 
of the most popular seaside resorts in the 
North. 


Dublin's Shops. 


A friend who has just returned from 
London tells: me that one thing always 
strikes her about Dublin shops and that is 
the number of elderly, and even quite old, 
women assistants, in the old-fashioned 
drapery firms here, women who have spent 
a life-time in the service of one firm. In 
London the shops are filled, for the most 
part, with young girls, and these are 
constantly changing. But no matter how 
long one has been absent from Dublin one 
can walk into a shop on one’s return and 
see the same familiar faces at the same 
counters. 


Ghe Bunyan Lecturer. 


Dr. John A. Hutton, M.A. D.D., the’ 
lecturer at the Bunyan Commemoration 
Meeting, at the Mansion House, Dublin, 

eS ARE yesterday, has for 
more than a quarter 
of a century occupied 
a high position in 
British religious and 
literary life, and to- 
day he wields much 
influence in Noncon- 
formist circles as the 
editor of The 
British Weekly. 
Hutton was 
at Coatbridge, 
Lanark shire, 
Scotland, and on 
leaving Glasgow 
University, held his 
first ministerial appointment at Alyth, 
in Perthshire. in 1892. Six years later 
he was called to Edinburgh, always a 
notable event in the career of a Scottish 
divine, and in 1900 went to Newcastle-on- 
Tyne. In 1906 he began a _ notable 
ministry at Belhaven, Glasgow, and five 
years ago he was prevailed upon to accept 
a call to Westntinster Chapel at 
Buckingham ¢ate, London. 

Almost throughout his ministry Dr. 
Hutton has been a prolific contributor to 
the Nonconiormist Press, and when he was 
invited two years ago. to follow the late 
Dr. Sir Robertson Nicoll as editor of 
The British Weelly, there was unanimity 
of opinion that the choice was admirably 
made. 

Dr. Hutton has published many books 
on religious topics, including '' The Fear 
of Kines.” “The Winds of God,” “ The 
Dash Mile,” ‘‘ Discerning the times,” 
and ‘‘ Guidance from Francis Thompson. ' 
He is now in his sixtieth year.

Miss 
“ulwick has not had at any previous time so 
well-balanced a choir, so full of good voices, 
as that which put forward their best efforts 
te do her credit last night. Again and again, 
as the different parts took up their leads, I 
changed my mind as to which was the most 
agreeably voiced section of the choir. It can 
be said, at all events, that the tenor section 
was the most su? isingiy beautiful in its 
vocal prodaction. Usually it has been neces- 
sary to make allowances for the tenors in the 
Dublin choirs, but Miss Cualwick now is for- 
tunate, indeed, in being able to count on a 
tenor line of first-rate quality. 

That, of course, incidentally meant beiter 
balance in the choir as ‘a whole, and the 
concert gave abundant examples of satisfying 
choral tone. The pieno singing in the Edwards 
madrigal was altogether ‘clishtful, and the 
singing in stvength elsewhere gave us some 
fine full and firm chords. The male voices 
sounded well in the *‘Cavalier Sonas ” sung 
with Mr. Percy Whitehead.

The householder will have to pay 
nothing down, but will repay the cost of 
installation by small sums, which will be 
included in the quarterly bill for elec- 
tricity used. In other words, electric light 
will be put into a house on the hire pur- 
chase system. 

A good proportion of the householders’ 
electric supply is at present arranged on 
the valuation system—i.e., a quarterly 
payment of 44 per cent. of the valuation 
of the house, plus three farthings for 
every unit used. i

The Carrying “ Complex.”

joined his own sect, the: Plymouth 
Brethren. The proposed change of faith, 
slight as it seems, was more than, Henry 
Baxendale was prepared to make: and, 
rather than désert the Bible Brotherhood, 
he rebused the fortune which would have 
made life smooth for him. 


CONSCIENTIOUS SCRUPLE. 


It was, too, a conscientious scruple that 
recently led Mr. John Wagner, an 
American mechanic, to refuse a much 
more considerable fortune. A wealthy 
voman had left him a legacy of £125.000, 

in gratitude for having saved her from 
drowning in the year 1897.’’ There was no 
doubt at all that Wagner was the man 
whom the testatrix designed to benefit, hut 
he refused point-blank to claim , the 
legacy. ‘‘ I have no recollection of having 
saved the lady or anyone else from drown- 
ing in 1897,’’ he declared, “ and I cannot 
accept money which had evidently been 
left to me by mistake.’’ 

“I have finished with money-making,”’ 
said Sir Henry Lunn, known the world 
over as head of a great travel agency, a 
short time ago; and, true to his decision, 
he proceeded to divest himself of his 
entire fortune, except sufficient to yield an 
income of £500 a year. Half of it he 
handed to a trust for the purpose of “ pro- 
moting unity among the Churches and 
concord among the nations.’’ The other 
half he placed in the hands of trustees 
for the benefit of members of his family. 

Better known is the case of Mr. F. W. 
Charrington, who had devoted his life to 
the poor in the London slums. Mr. Char- 
rington was son of the head of the great 
brewery firm which bears his name, and 
he was assured of an inheritance oj at 
least a million pounds. One day, so the 
story is told, while still in his ‘teens, he 
saw a drunken man knock down his wife 
in a Whitechapel alley, and was so 
horrified by the spectacle that he made a 
vow never to take a penny that had been 
made by the sale of drink. In vain his 
father and family pleaded with him. He 
was adamant, and the man who might 
have spent a life of luxury on a 
raillionaire’s income dedicated it to 
poverty among the poor, and especially to 
the work of rescuing them from the 
slavery of drink. 


HATE AND LOVE. 


It was a less worthy motive that led 
Enoch Evans, a Pennsylvanian labourer, 
to turn his back on the fortune of £20,000 
left him by his father. During bis boyhood 
his father had treated him harshly, and, 
crowning indignity, had refused to allow 
him to dance. This treatment so rankled 
in the boy’s mind that he not only ran 
away from home, but refused; though he 
needed it badly, to touch a penny of his 
father's money. 

It is but a short time since the heir of 
a noble Italian howse was lathering cheeks 
in the shop of a Clerkenwell barber as the 
firstiruits of his sacrifice to the woman to 
whom he had deyoted his life. Son and 
heir to the Marquis di Castro, of Naples, 
he haa gladly turned his back on titles 
and fortune at the bidding of love in the 
form of a pretty voung dressmaker, whom 
he brought to London to wed. “We 
came to London,” he said, “and my 
sweetheart became my wife. At this time 
my money was gone, and J set out to look 
for work. My wife determined to return 
to her former occupation. She got her 
sewing-machine on the hire system, and I 
secured my present work. I envy no one, 
and I count my rank and a fortune of 
£40,000 well lost ; for we are ideally happy 
in our one room in Farringdon road.”’ 

Scarcely a year indeed passes that does 
not yield its crop of similar stories of men 
who have made some great sacrifice at 
the dictate of love. It was in this spirit 
of sacrifice that Prince Eberwyn Steinfurt, 
cousin af the Queen of Holland, gave his 
hand not long ago in the Strand Registry 
Office to the daughter of a tradesman who 
had begun life as a peasant. The Prince 
turned a deaf ear to all the pleadings and 
threats of his royal relatives, and formally 
renounced the heirship to a quarter of a 
million pounds a year. When he had thus 
condemned himself to poverty and exile he 
declared, ‘‘I am more than happy. As 
long as I live 1 shall rejoice that I had 
the firmness to place my happiness and 
that of my bride above the medizval 
prejudices of my honse.”’

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| IN THE NORTHERN CAPITAL, 


The Government and Unenaployment: Seaplanes 
as Herring Spotters : The Prohibition Battle : 
Fear of a Unionist Split: Ballymena 
and its New Hall. — 


BELFAST, Thursday. 
HE Northern House of Commons has 
been quite interesting these last few 
days, lively discussions taking place re- 
garding the unemployment problem and 
the Representation of the People Bill. 
During the debate the Prime Minister was 
accused of lack of sympathy with the poor, 
through leaving the Chamber and not 
listening to the speeches of the Opposition, 
but the sitting was long, and one gets 
weary of hearing the old story so 
frequently. Whatever his faults may be, 
the Premier has consideration for those 
in distress, and has done a man’s part in 
endeavouring to restore normal conditions 
of industry. In other directions he and 
his advisers have got out of touch with 
the people, which is to be regretted, as the 
solidarity of the Unionist Party is 
threatened by malcontents, many of whom 
want their own special fetish to be exalted 
above all others. Wise legislation may 
promote prosperity, but it cannot trans- 
form poverty into wealth or make a desert 
to blossom like the rose. 

A Government can, however, help to tide 
over periods of distress by undertaking 
works of nublic utility and employing its 
money to better advantage than in the 
payment of ‘‘doles,’’ which at their best 
were only a temporary measure intended to 
ameliorate conditions produced by the 
aftermath of the war. It is a difficult 
question and is governed up here chiefly 
by considerations of finance. If the 
Government had an unlimited purse, there 
would be work for all in Northern Ire- 
land; but, even as matters stand, more 
might be done in the way of road con- 
struction and the widening of highways. 
In this way vast sums have been spent by 
the Belfast Corporation, especially in 
beautifying the River Lagan, while new 
avenues are being opened up in the 
suburbs. The debate in the Commons was 
on the old lines of accusation and denial, 
and once more a Unionist Labour member 
was put up to defend the Government, a 
vote of confidence being carried by the 
official majority. 


A_NOVEL SUGGESTION. 


The Nationalist leader, Mr. Devlin, 
advised the Government to follow the 
example of the Free State and set up a 
committee of members of the House or 
responsible citizens to see whether any- 
thing could be done to strengthen their 
industries; but the Unionist leaders view 
with disfavour any counsel coming from 
such a quarter. As Mr.’ Devlin himself 
pointed out, any suggestion coming from 
the Opposition is always turned down. 
Moreover, several years ago, a Commission 
was establisied to inquire into the indus- 
tria! resources of the North with a view 
to development, but little or nothing came 
of it. 

A novel proposal was made by Mr. 
Leeke, one of the Nationalist members, 
his scheme being to send out seaplanes to 
discover the whereabouts of the elusive 
shoals of herrings and then to hire 
trawlers to catch them, but this did not 
commend itself to the House. Our 
equivalent is not sufficiently up-to-date for 
such adventures. Work might be provided 
in improving the harbours around the 
coast, as recently recommended by the 
Government’s advisers, but here again 
finance and red-tape bar the way. The 
policy of safeguarding industry has been 
advocated as the cure-all for our labour 
troubles, but the Northern Government has 
no power to pass protective measures, and, 
perhaps, it 1s just as well. Hard work, 
economy and scientific methods are the 
best aids to prosperity. 


THE EXALTING OF FETISHES. 


For some time past Mr. J. A. Pringle, 
K.C., M.P., has been making it clear that 
he cannot support any party which favours 
the liquor traffic, or, in other words, 
refuses to grant local option. Speaking 
at Bangor this week, he said that they were 
not asking for prohibition, as it might 
very well be that Ulster was not ripe for 
such a measure; but he must be aware 
of the fact that prohibition is the ultimate 
goal of the temperance reformers. It has 
been stated repeatedly on public plat- 
forms, and that issue, at least, cannot be 
obscured. Mr. Pringle’s statements are 
important so far as they concern the 
struggle between the extremists on the 
one hand and the Government on the 
other; for, unless a compromise is 
effected, there is certain to be a split in 
the Unionist ranks. His contention is 
that the local optionists must do what 
they believe to be right, no matter what 
the consequences may be, and, if they 
carry out that policy, it must lead to 
confusion.

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A CENTENARY 

This commemoration of the 
hundredth of Schubert's death 
should have stimulated interest in the 
gramaphone companies’ publications of 
records of Schubert music. Since tbe open- 
ing of the year there has been a magnificent 
concentration on Schubert works on the part 
of the companies which cater for musicians, 
and not only the master’s finest works, but 
also many that are not reckoned among his 
best, have been recorded in performance 
by the most competent artists of the day. 

There are several good versions of the 

Unfinished '” Symphony; the choice must 
go aceording to one’s predilection for a 
partieular orchestra or conductor. As regards 
the great © Major Symphony, while an old 
personal preference for the Hallé Orchestra, 
under Sir Hamilton Harty, makes me lean 
to the Columbia album, I hesitate to place 
it in any degree above the “H.M.V.” 
album of records of the London Symphony 
Orchstra, under Dr. Leo Black—a pertorm- 
ance and recording well worthy of admira- 
tron. 

It was good to get the “H.M.V.” issue 
of the Mass in G, sung by the Philharmonic 
Choir and excellent soloists, not only because 
it is a fine recording of choral music, but also 
fox the reason that the work is not likely to 
be heard by musicians in Ireland except by 
means of the gramaphone. 

Among the tnstramental works I find none 
more pleasing to myself and all my friends 
than the “Trout” Quintet, played by 
Backhaus and the International String 
Quartet (H.M.V.). The Columbia version 
is by the London String Quartet, “ith 
Ethel Hobday as pianist. The song of ““s 
Trout”’ should be got in Mr. W. F. 
singing (Columbia). The “Death and the 
Maiden’? Quartet was performed by the 
Budapest Quartet for ‘““H.M.V.” and the 
London String Quartet for Columbia. The 
London String Quartet with an additional 
‘cellist (Mr. Horace Britt) made an excellent 
Columbian album of the Quintet in C. There 
is a fine “H.M.V.”’ recording of a Schubert 
trio played by Cortot, Thibaud and Casals, 
the finest instrumental trio of our time. 

In pianoforte music the “ H.M.V.”’ list 
should be examined under the name of 
Backhaus, who has made some splendid re- 
cordings. Columbia issued some cheap records 
by Ethel Legitnska; but the Backhans records 
are well worth the higher cost in the corres- 
ponding pieces. Myra Hess and Ponishnoff 
are well recorded by Columbia in pianoforte 
senatas. . 

Musicians who want to go further into 
Schubert's chamber music will find that 
the few works mentioned do not exhaust the 
lists of records worth having. 

As to son&s, the “H.M.V.” list includes

The Bunyan Ter-Centenary was celebrated 
in Dublin last night by a E lic meeting held 
in the Round Room” of the Mansion House, 
when the Rev. Dr. Hutton, the Editor of the 
British Weekly, lectured on the life, 
works and influence of the author of “‘ The 
Pilgrim’s Progress.”

Mr. Roy Chapman 
Andrews, the American explorer, has just 
returned from an expedition to the heart 
of the Gobi Desert, a thousand miles from 
Peking. He has told the Daily Telegraph 
discoveries. He found 
evidence of a Stone Age culture which 
must have flourished, he says, some 20,000 
years ago. Dune dwellers must have lived 
there in millions, and the explorer found 
implements, 
hammer stones and crude pots. No human 
bones were discovered, but many skeletons 
of beasts, and nests of petrified dinosaur 
Most remarkable of the 
animal remains was “the fossil of a new 
beast, the largest yet known to science.’ 
The creature was a mammal. 
was four feet long and weighed 2001b. Its 
pelvis was ‘about the size of a sofa.” 
From head to tail it measured 25 feet; 
it was 14 feet high at the shoulders and 
its neck was 12 feet long. 
it probably was 
rhinoceros with the neck of a monstrous 
giraffe. It browsed on trees and probably 
became extinct owing to dearth of food. 
It lived about ten million years ago. 
inains of a mastodon, some five million 
years old, and of atitanothere with a skull 
four feet in length, also were unearthed. 
These monsters, we fear, have little to re- 
commend them save size and antiquity. 
Their magnitude, to the reflective mind, is 
less remarkable than the fact that man 
never has discovered yet mightier living 
creatures.

MOTOR TRIP TO BROKEN 
HILL ABANDONED. 


From tHe Centra, News SPECIAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 

DODOMA (TANGANYIKA), 
Thursday. 

Owing to the bad state of the roads in 
Southern Tanganyika the Prince of Wales 
has abandoned the projected overland 
motor trip from Dodoma to Broken Hill 
(Northern Rhodesia), and will take the 
railway and lake steamer route instead. 

A special train provided by the 
Tanganyika Railways will convey him 
over a distance of 450 miles to Kigoma 
Bay, on the eastern side of Lake 
Tanganyika, where the lake steamer will 
be waiting to carry bim to the southern 
end of the lake, where a good all-weather 
road runs to Broken Hill. 

By this means the Prince will avoid the 
worst stretches of country, particularly the 
dreaded Bohora flats, where, for a distance 
of forty miles, the road runs over black 
cotton soil, which in wet weather is almost 
impassable. 

By taking the railway and lake route 
the Prince of Wales will still see a vood 
deal of Tanganyika territory, through the 
centre of which the railway runs. 

The Liemba steamer, on which the 
Prince will travel down the lake, was a 
German boat, which the owners scuttled 
early in the war, and she remained under 
the waters of the lake until peace was

declared, and she was salved by the 
British. 

The Pfince of Wales will land from the 
lake steamer at Mpulungua, a little place 
thirty iiiles from the prosperous trading 
town of Abercorn. From Abercorn a good 


bush : country. of Northern Rhodesia to 
Broken Hill, where the Prince will join 
the Rhodesian ‘railways, on which he will 
make the journey down through South 
Africa. 


The road route from Abercorn is some- 
what primitive. and will, nodoubt, provide 
thrills for the Roval traveller—it is merely 
a track cut clean through the bush and 
hardened by the traffic passing over it. 
It runs along the top of a watershed, and 
erosses the Chambezi River, on which the 
Duke of Gloucester and party are making 
a canoe trip, and passes through Mpika, 
famous for its lions. The route runs close

On December 10th and 1lth the 
Dublin intends to com- 
memorate the bicentenaries of two of her 
most famous graduates. The date chosen 
anticipates by a month the arniversary 
of Edmund Burke, who was born on 
January 12th, 1729. Oliver Goldsmith’s 
real birthday is as uncertain as most of 
the facts of his life; the usually accepted 
date is November 10th, 1728. For reasons 
of convenience it has been decided to bring 
the two celebrities together at a midway 
point, an arrangement to which two such 
good friends would hardly demur. 

In honour of Goldsmith, “ The Good- 
Natured Man ” will be presented by the 
Dublin University Dramatic Society on 
the evening of December 10th in the 
University Theatre (commonly known as 
the Examination Hall). This play has 
been chosen as being less familiar to 
theatre-goers than ‘‘She Stoops to 
Conquer,’ which has been recently per- 
formed in Dublin. Though hardly equal 
to that masterpiece, “ The Good-Natured 
Man," is an excellent piece of work, full 
of the gay humour which never deserted 
its author. The magnificent humbug, 
Lofty, and the dismal] pessimist, Croaker, 
are types admirably drawn, with just the 
touch of exaggeration that the stage re- 
uires, and in the famous scene of the 
bailiffs Goldsmith has extracted from his 
own painful experience a strain of purest 
comedy. 

On December 11th, Winter Commence- 
ments will be held in the University 
Theatre at twelve noon. Honorary de- 
grees wil] be conferred on the Ear] of 
Birkenhead, the Earl of Iveagh (Chancellor 
of the University), and Professor A. S.

LABOUR AND SAFEGUARDING.

Patrick O'Neill (Nationalist) pro- 
tested, stating that members on his side 
of the House were having a meeting on 
Monday, and ” consequently could not 
attend Parliament. He suggested meeting 
on Friday or Friday week.

rebates. The vote was moved by Colonel 
Ashley, Minister of Transport, who expressed 
the hope that @ reduction in freights would 

ive a further punch to the stimulus given 
ad de-rating, and would enable the distressed 
areas more successfully to meet foreign com- 

ition. 

Freight reduction had been singled out for 
exceptional treatment, and,.though it was at 
present impossible to say what amount of 
money would be ultimately required, it was 
anticipated that a 75 per cent. derating of 
transport hereditaments would, roughly, cost 
four millions a year. It was not intended 
that this sum should be retained by the 
railway companies for their own purposes, 
but should be passed on to the users of 
those railways who sent merchandise over 
the lines. Four millions spread over the 
whole freights would only bring infinitesimal 
relief, so it been decided to concentrate 
on the basic industries—coal, steel, iron, and 
agriculture. The relief given to coal was 

uivalent to 7d. per ton on export coal, and 
10d. a ton on iron and steel coal. It was 
hoped that the freight reductions would begin 
to operate on December Ist next. 

PRIVATE MIN®@RAL RAILWAYS. 

On the question of private mineral rail- 
ways, Colonel Ashley said that they would be

THE PRICE OF BEET. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—I see published in the /rish Times 
of to-day’s date a resolution passed by the 
County Wexford growers, protesting against 
the proposal of the Irish Sugar Manufacturing 
Company to pay only 44s. per ton for beet 
next year. Surely such a resolution is well 
justified. The subsidy which the company 
ge been receiving from the (ioyernment, er 
ton of sugar has been £24 10s. It takes 
about 74 tons of beet to produce a ton ‘of 
sugar. The contract price to growers for the 
past three years was 54s. per ton of roots 
at the factory, or £20 5s. for 75 tons; so 
that, when e subsidy is taken into con- 
sideration, the company has not only been 
receiving its beet roots free of cost, but 
has actually been paid 11s. 4d. per tom to 
enable it to start the ‘process of converting 
them into sugar. 

Again, as Irish taxpayers are so deeply 
interested, surely they are entitled to more 
information than can be gathered from the 
meagre figures appearing in the company's 
last balance sheets # During the year it has 
manufactured about 18,000 tons of sugar, the 
price received for it being, according to the 
company’s own figures, per ton; so that 
it appears to have been receiving, when‘ the 
subsidy is added, over £55 ger ton for its 
sugar. Now, 18,000 tons at, £55 per ton 
comes to £954,000. To pay the farmers 
54s. per ton for their roots (125,000 tons) 
takes £340,200. The difference between these 
two figures amounts to no less than 
£613,800—a huge sum of money, 

We know that the payment of a tax-free 
dividend of 15% to the shareholders accounts 
for £60,000, but what of the balance? Surely 
the Irish taxpayers, and the beet-growers in 

rticular, are entitled to information as to 

ow it has been spent. I have left out of 
my calculations entirely the large sum which 
the company receives for sale of by-products.

{instructed by Mr. R. Simmons, Irish Land 
Commission Solicitor), appeared for the 
appellants, said that he understood that no 
one had come forward to gá “i the order ' 
ag:'nst which ‘he appealed.

The Land 
Commission solicitor subsequently received a 
letter from the plaintiff Dolan’s solicitor, 
stating that the plaintiff, who was a 
mortg*%gee in this action, had obtained an 
order in the Circuit Court declaring the 
amo-nt of his mortgage well charged on the 
ho.uwing, and directing the usual inquiries and 
a sale out of Court. It transpired that that 
sale out of Court had been abortive, and 
nothing further had been done in the matter. 
The Land Commission were served with a 
notice of an application to be made to the 
Circuit Judge for an injunction against them. 
The Circuit Judge made the order restraining 
the Land Commission from selling the lands, 
and gave them liberty to apply. - The Land 
Commission complained of that order, and 
said that the Circuit Judge was wrong in 
stating that, when an order was made for 
sale in an equity suit, no person was entitled 
to interfere in the subject matter of that 
sale without leave of the Court. Counsel sub. 
mitted that there was no foundation for that

Mr. Pheips said that the Land Commission 
were a State department acting for the State, 
and had a prior right as mortgagees. Sup- 
posing that they were a private litigant with- 
out the statutory rights that they had, but 
were a first mortgagee, still this order of the 
Circuit judge was bad, because the Circuit 
judge had no jurisdiction to make it. He 
referred to Statutes, and cited a number of 
cases in support of his argument, and sub- 
mitted that there was no answer to the appii- 
cation, of the Land Commission to have the 
order of the Circuit judge discharged.

Mrs. Whitburn’s most improved filly, 
Weeds, who started the season by “ae 
bought in for 150 guineas after she ha 
won a selling plate for Ted Gwilt in the 
spring, capped her performance of a fort- 
night ago at Liverpool, where she won the 
valuable Knowsley Nursery, by winning the 
Woodlands Nursery. She was drawn No. 
6, but she was away so smartly that 
Donoghue was able to cross to the rails, 
taking up the running a quarter of a mile 
from home. She won by half a length from 
the Irish-bred filly, Ionian Fairy, and with 
more in hand than the verdict suggested.

African Smoke won her third race of the 
back-end for Walter Griggs’s stable, when 
she beat Sonia Car’ol a length in the Tra- 
ford Selling Plate, with the old Lincoln- 
shire winner, King of Clubs, a short head 
away, third 
NIGHTFALL LIKES THE CONDITIONS. 

The heavily weighted horses in the Dela- 
mere Handicap, a two mile event, were com- 
pletely out of it, and the first three figured 
at the bottom. It was won by Otto 
Madden’s little filly, Nightfall, who is only 
a pony, but she revelled in the conditions, 
and making all the running from the time 
they settled down she won by six lengths 
from Andorra. She likes the course evi- 
dently; for it was also by six lengths that 
she won a handicap here a year ago. An- 
dorra tried to fight it out, but could never 
get within striking distance of the winner. 

Mr. Albert Lowry’s All Over was second 
favourite, but he did no better than the same 
owner’s Twofold, who started favourite in 
the race won by African Smoke. Dark 
Hillock never showed at all, and Prince 
Cherry was well beaten when they emerged 
out of the mist a quarter of a mile from 
home. 

Sir Hugh Nugent won his first race of the 
season when his Westward Hv! colt, Norwest, 
who was bred by Mr. Heather in County 
Sligo, took the Brackley Welter in a common 
canter by four lengths from Kildale. He wes 
well clear when they came into view, and 
was never challenged. A good colt early last 
seascm, Norwest started second favourite for 
the Coventry Stakes at Ascot, won by Fair- 
way, but he had been difficult to train since. 
Even with his 7lb. penalty, he may not be 
out of Saturday’s race for the Manchester 
November Handicap, for he is a very useful 
colt just now.

STALLION ALLOWANCES. 
THE RULE AMENDED. 


At a meeting of the Jockey Club,’ which was 
held on Monday, Rule 126, relating to allowances 
in respect of stallions covering under a particular 
fee, was discussed. Lord Dalmeny withdrew the 
amendment which he had moved on November 19, 
and the Club, after agreeing upon an alteration 
to Sub-Section (b), carried the Stewards’ motion. 

The rule now reads :— 

“No allowances will be allotted for the pro- 
duce of a stallion covering at or under a par- 
ticular fee, but races may be given confined to 
the produce of stallions covering in Great Britain, 
Ireland, or the Channel Islands at less than a 
specified fee, provided the following statements 
of the stallion’s covering have’ been lodged at 
the Registry Office :—-(a) A statement of the fee 
at which the stallion will cover public mares; 
this to be ‘odged for publication in the Calendar 
by January ist of covering—an 
advertisement in the dar by that 
date to be ae equivalent; (b) a statement 
to be lodged tegbsr Ist that the stallion 
has cerenea at fone published fee, unqualified by 
financial contingencies of any kind, not less than 
five public mares, the property of persons other 
than the owner or owners of the stallion. 

“All -stallions for which the above statements 
have been duly lodged to the satisfaction of the 
Stewards will then be registered, and a list pub- 
lished in the first Calendar in October and in the 
volume of Races Past for the year. For the 
purpose of reckoning the fee, the groom’s fee 
must be added to the fee of the stallion. 

“No allowanses of weight shall be made to 
any horse for being the produce of a stajlion or 
ut. whose produce never won a race. 

No allowance of weight shall be made to a 
horse for being the first produce of a mare.’

Provision’ was made for the bridge 
becoming a fixed bridge. Provision was also 
made for a four-line bridge. The piers on 
which the. present marrow bridge was bui 
were 72 feet long and up and down the river. 
That. fact and the plans showed that a four- 
line bridge was contemplated. In 1876 the 
Borough Engifeer approved of plans for the 
widening of Tara street to suit a four-line 
bridge. Powers were sought to widen Tara 
street. : i 

From investigation, said Mr. Delap, it 
would be a seuand engineering project to 
adhere to the original plans of Dr. Stoney. There 
was no reason why all the widening of Tara 
street. should not take place on the cast side. 
Working on Dr. Stoney’s plan no temporary 
bridge need be’ erected while the four-line 
bridge was being constructed, because the 
additional portions could be built while the 
existing bridge was still open to traffic. He 
believed that if Dr. Stoney s plan was utilised 
and a four-line bridge erected it would ‘cost 
abont £62,500, and not the £120,000 
asked for by Mr. Mallagh. Mr. Mallagh’s

A GREAT NECESSITY. i 

The rebuilding of Butt Bridge was a crying 
necessity, and he was aware that if the 
preamble was. rejected the rebuilding of the 
bridge was rejected Also for the present. 
Even so, he wonld be in favour of holding 
it up for a year Sooner than that the present 
proposal should be accepted. The widened 
Butt Bridge, plus proper traffic arrangements 
on O'Connell Bridge, would be quite sufficient 
to deal with traffic of College Green for the 
resent.

There 
were very few transporter bridges in the 
world.  Thére was no great rush to build 
them.

On the other 
hand. every issue of the American technical 
ournals..contained plans of opening , bridges 
for navigable rivers. In Great Britain there 
were only three transporter bridges as far as 
he knew. The proposed Dublin transporter

Traffic must be 
held up for short intervals and sent across in 
small charges, and. each charge discharged 
in the face of the charges coming on. ‘lraffic 
stops held up traffic streams for extraordinary 
distances. They would inevitably have 
dense masses of traffic waiting to get in the 
gondolas, and when a _ gondola arrived 
another dense mass of traffic would be dis- 
charged in the face of a waiting mass of 
trafic. Many of these objections, he said, 
applied to an opening bridge, but he thought 
that a lift bridge was a better working one, 
because, when there were no ships passing 
up or down, the traffic flow would not be 
interrupted. 
Continuing, Mr. Delap said that he would 
put the life of a. steel structure at about 
thirty years. Modern methods of preserving 
steel might add another ten years. He 
would not like to give it more than thirty 
years, 

THE WIDENING OF TARA STREET. 
Cross-examined by Mr, Overend, K.C. (for 
the promoters of the bill), Mr. Delap said 
that he had no reason to expect the imme- 
diate collapse of the loop line bridge, which 
was a dáil structure forty years in existence. 
Without examining the bridge, he would not 
like to say that it was in good condition. 
Mr. Mallagh had said that he was afraid to 
look at Butt Bridge. He would advocate 
the widening of both sides of Tara street as 
the approach to an important bridge. 
Re-examined by Mr. Geoghegan, Mr. Delap 
said that it was desirable that the eastern 
side of Tara street should be widened. He 
would like to have Tara street Baths set 
back, as the potentialities of the new bridge 
were very great in yespect of trafic accommo- 
dation. J 

In reply to Professor Thrift, Chairman, the 
witness said that the transporter bridge was 
contemplated more with | reference to port 
and docks traffic than with a view to facili- 
tating general public traffic. 


THE ROUEN TRANSPORTER BRIDGE. 

Mr. J. J. Sheil, solicitor, exaimned by Mr. 
Art O'Connor, said that he was a member of 
the County Council and a farmer. He had 
inspected the operation of the transporter 
bridge at Rouen. He did not think that a 
transporter bridge would be the best means 
of facilitating and relieving traftic. At Rouen 
the gondola left behind it a considerable 
portion of tratlic, and at the other side dis- 
charged its load into a substantial crowd of 
waiting traffic. He did not think it an ideal 
method of dealing with general traffic. - He 
would not for a moment consider such a 
system desirable for dealing with arterial 
traffic. There was a very serious condition 
of congestion at both sides of the Rouen 
bridge. ‘He thought that a _ reconstracted 
Butt Bridge would be ample for coping with 
rural traffic. 

In reply to Mr. Garrett Walker, K.C., the 
witness said that there was only one gondola 
at Rouen. 

Mr .Geoghegan said that Mr. Sheil’s evi- 
dence concluded the County Council's evi- 
dence as regards the preamble. 


MR. MALLAGH’S ESTIMATE. 

Mr. Mallagh was then recalled and 
examined by Mr. Overend. He said that in 
preparing his estimate he had, as an engineer 
dealing with work under water, put in for 
sufficient monéy to reconstruct the piers 
from the rock upwards. With the idea of 
making the cost as moderate as possible, he 
was prepared to utilise as much as possible 
of the existing piers where they were of such 
character and construction as would fit in 
with the proposed new bridge. If the exist- 
ing piers were of such a character as he 
thought they were it would be possible to 
make considerable use of them. 


PROFESSOR PURCELL’S EVIDENCE. 

Professor Purcell, who ne#t gave. evidence, 
said, in reply to Mr. Garrett Walker, K.C., 
that, speaking generally, he approved of the 
plans prepared by Mr, Mallagh, As regards 
the existing piers of Butt Bridge, which were 
put in by Dr. Storey, he thought that they 
would be right, in conclading that where rock 
was available within a reasonable distance 
they might’ assume .that | these piers went 
down to rock. He would have no hesitation 
in joining new work with the old if the old 
werk were-in good condition. He considered 
Mr. Mallagh’s estimate a reasonable one, and

(Laughter. ) 
or, the same reason women stenographers 
have been removed from the Court, although 
they are usualiy far more skilful than men. 
But the men, who are jealous of the women’s 
superior skill, have to find some excuse, so 
they say that it is not nice for = woman 
to hear some of the things in Court. 
NEGATIVE LEGISLATION, 

‘It is this fussy, negative kind of legis- 

lation that we are up against, instead of the 
constructive kind of legislation whith is so 
necessary. Then again, there is the question 
of pensionable posts for women. Bat these 
are only open to women with drastic legis- 
lation and such ridiculous provisions ag 
insisting that they can only qualify for such 
posts if their vaccination marks are visible. 
(Loud laughter.) 
_** This bili, of course, was fatheréd by a 
lawyer, and anything that comes from a 
lawyer's brain we women have learnt to 
distyust.”’ 

Referring to thé drastic banning of books 
nd advertisements by the bill, Mrs. Skeffing- 
ton remarked that parts of the Bible, 
particnlarly the Song of Solomon, as well as 
Shakespeare's “Romeo and. Juliet,’* would 
certainly come under the ban as being 
described as the litetature which would excite 
sexual passions. (Laughter.) Advertise- 
ments dealing with birth control or venereal 
diseases would also be banned, and, there- 
fore, some of the best papers. including the 
Observer and Spectator, which contained 
advertisements dealing with such subjects, 
would also come under the ban. 

ANTI-FEMINI§$T ORIGIN, 

“ Such legislation,” she added, ‘‘ is fostered 
or suggested by the munastic, celibate type, 
to whom women are not only dangerous and 
explosive, but also a rather indecent quantity. 
(Laugliter.) They linger on the shortness af 
woman's hair, or her skirts, and seem to 
regard such things as just a little immoral. 
(Laughter.) 

‘What. we want is free, pure air to blow 
over Ireland as it does in other countries, 
instead of the hothouse atmosphere prevailing 
at present. I do not say necessarily that this 
air should blow from Great Britain; for in 
some respects Great Britain in the matter of 
censorship is rather behind-hand, but this 
air might be wafted from the Continent or 
America.

AMMUNITION IN A BAG. 
i ——-+— 


TEACHER WINS APPEAL, 
_. (BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

Patrick Thornberry, teacher, whose address 
was given as ó Gardiner’s place, Dublin, ap- 
pealed against an order of the District 
Justice, sentencing him to three months’ im- 
prisonment for the possession of 100 rounds 
of .45 cartridges, contrary to the provisions 
of the Firearms Act, 1925. 

According to the evidence for the prosecu- 
tion; detectives, on searching the appellant's 
bedroom, found a packet of ammunition in a 
travelling bag. 

Mr. Alec Lynn, who (instructed by Mr. P. 
Campbell) appeared for the appellant, asked 
for a dismiss—firstly, on the ground that 
there was no evidence regarding the owner- 
ship of the bag before the Court; and, 
secondly, that the bag was found unlocked 
by the detectives. How the ammunition got 
there was a matter of speculation 

Judge Davitt ruled that there was an in- 
ference that the travelling bag was the 
appellant's property, and that he was aware 
of its contents. 

Mr, Lynn submitted that the evidence was 
insufficient, and that the prosecution had 
failed to show that the appellant had no 
authority to possess ammunition. He quoted 
from the Treasonable Offences Act, 1925, in 
which it was explicitly laid down that the 
burden and proof lay on the defence. No 
such proviso was to be found in the Frearms 
Act. 

Judge Davitt ruled that it was not neces- 
sary for the prosecution to prove conclusively 
that the appellant was unauthorised to 
possess ammunition. If the prosecution had 
adduced any evidence concerning the position 
of the appellant with reference to this matter, 
the onus would have been thrown on the 
appellant to show that he was so entitled, 
In the absence of such evidence, he reversed 
the decision of the District Justice.

SENTENCE ON DUBLIN MAN 
REDUCED. 

Thomas Ryan, 234 Clonliffe road, appealed 
from the order of the District Justice, who 
had sentenced him to three months’ im- 
prisonment for having been in possession of a 
“bulldog ” revolver for which he had not a 
licence. 

Detective Officer Scully, in evidence, stated 
that on May 21 last, about 8.50 p.m., on the 
instructions of his superintendent, he visited 
the house of the appellant's father, on Clon- 
life road. In a cupboard up stairs, which 
was locked, he found the revolver, which he 
took away with him. The appellant was not 
there then, but a day or two later he 
(witness) went again to the house and met 
him. He admitted that he had aot a licence 
for the weapon, and said that he had kept it 
as & souvenir or curiv. 

The appellant, in evidence, said that he had 
been a member of a political organisation, but 
was not now, and the weapon remained in 
his possession. 

Mr. Fallon (instructed by Mr. J. V. Brady), 
for the appellant, ascertained from the 
detective that there was nothing else against 
the appellant, and he pleaded for a dismissal 
or reversal of the order of the Court below. 

The Judge said that the offence of illegal 
possession had been proved, and he felt bound 
tw endorse the conviction, but he reduced the 
sentence to six weeks’ imprisonment. 

Mr. D. O'Flaherty appeared for the pro- 
secution. '

DR. LANGE’S- ADDRESS 
AT LEINSTER HOUSE, 
a 


President Cosgrave, Mr, de Valera, and 
Senator O'Farrell expressed the s of 
members of the Free State Parliament to 
Dr. L. Lange, General Secretary of the 
Inter-Parliamentary Union, for an 
address given. to the members in the 
Senate Chamber at Leinster House, 
Dublin, yesterday morning. | 

Dr. Lange spoke on the growth of 
parliamentary institutions, and detailed 
the results of a conference of international 
representatives held lately at. Betlin. 

Both President Cosgrave and Mr. de 
Valera expressed the opinion that the work 
of the Free State Parliament might have 
to be carried on in greater degree in the 
future by means of delegation of subjects 
to special committees. i 

Reference was made to electoral 
systems, and Mr. de Valera said that he 
did not think that proportional represen- 
tation would lead to the multiplication of 
parties in such a way as to lead to 
instability. 

Thé Speaker of the Dail (Mr. Michael 
S. Hayes) presided, and Major Bryan 


Cooper, T.D., occupied a seat beside him. 
Introducing Dr. Lange, Mr. Hayes said 
that he had been with them before in 
1923, and since then he had come into 
contact with several of their members. He 
was of Scandinavian ancestry, and so 
of his ancestors probably helped to build 
Dublin—and also to pillage it. (Laughter. ) 


BETWEEN BOLSHEVISM 
AND FASCISM. 


VALUE OF PARLIAMENTS 
RE-AFFIRMED. 


Dr. Lange said that he was very glad to 
greet them as members of the Irish group 
of the International Farliamontary Union. 
He had been asked to speak on the modern 
development of the Parliamentary system as 
discussed with the International Par- 
liamentary Union. He _ then = sketched 
the rise of Farliamentary institutions in the 
19th century. and, coming to deal with the 
crisis in Parliamentary institutions iv recent 
vears, when téere had been, on the one 
hand, the establishment of Bolshevism, and, 
on the other, that of Fascism, said that the 
whole question had come before the Inter- 
national Union on a resolution from Switzer- 
land. That resolution had been referred 
to five experts, an Englishman, a French- 
man, a Swiss, an Italian and a German, and 
their report came before the recent con- 
ference of the Union in Berlin in August 
last, when thirty-eight countries were re- 
presented. 

The result was, first, an affirmation of 
faith in the value of Parliamentary institu- 
tions and the value of public life and free 
public discussion of problems. The Parlia- 
mentary system was characterised as a great 
means of educating the public, and for the 
creation ot a conscious public opinion on 
matters of common interest. 

The second conclusion was that no single 
uniform set of rules could be laid down for 
the public life of the different nations. There 
was room for divergence. In the 19th cen- 
tury the British Parliamentary system had 


been followed too slavishly by other coun- i. 


tries, where conditions quite different from 
those in England prevailed. The Union 
felt that there was much to be gained from 
an interchange of information and ex- 
perience, and that interchange could take 
place usefully through the Inter-Parliamen- 
tary Union and its central bureau. 

The third part of the resolution at the 
Berlin conference dealt with the sort of in- 
formation which could be exchanged between 
the different Parliaments 

As the basis of public Parliamentary life, 
he said that it was necessary to have the 
strongest possible local govertiment. Some- 
times they heard the complaint that Par. 
liamentarians were not competent enough for 
their task, and it was suggested that an 
examination should be held which every 
Farliamentary candidate should pass. (Hear, 
hear and laughter.) There was another 
suggestion which merited more serious dis- 
cussion. That was that every candidate | 
should have had certain service in some local 
authority before running for Parliament. 
That was an interesting suggestion, which, 

erhaps, some day would find its way to the 

tatute Book. ‘‘ There is no doubt, at any 
rate,’ said Dr. Lange, ‘‘ that it is the living 
stream of public life from underneath which 
must carry the Parliament of the country 
in order that it shall become a real live 
force of public life within the nation.” 
ELECTORAL SYSTEMS. 

Opinions were widely divergent inside the 
Union oo questions of electoral organisation, 
such as proportional representation. It was 
against proportional representation that it 
tended to a multiplication of parties. It 
was extremely difficult to get any agree- 
ment in the Union on these questions, or 
even get a clear cut majority for any system. 
One Frenck member said that all electoral 
systems were bad, and they ought to change 
them as often as _ possible—(laughter)—and 
France seemed to be doing that. (Laughter.) 
Where a Government had only a prospect of 
a short hte it could not plan with foresight, 
or exercise that authority which was indis- 
pensable for the country. 

Dr. Lange then dealt with the methods 
pursued by different Pailiamenis, and men: 
tioned that in his own country (Norway) a 
single-chamber Parliament met, as a rule, to 
discuss the budget, and split up into two 
sections when bills were being discussed 
In, that way a series of readings was secured, 
which might be useiul from a certain point 
of view. Referring to the need of members of 
Parliament to have documentation on the 
quest:ons which they would discuss, Dr Lange 
said that more often than not such docu- 
mentation was reserved exclusively for the 
Government and its supporters In some 
Parliaments there were independent research 
departments, which were at the disposal of the 
Opposition and even of private members. 
Those departments could be used in. the 
public interest for a full and impartial 
examination of any problem that might arise 

POWERFUL FORCES. 

It had been said that the British Parlia- 
ment could do anything but turn a man into 
a woman or a woman into a man. It was, 
however, now recognised that the omnipotence 
of Parliament existed more on paper than in 
practice. Behind Parliament and behind 
public institutions there were forces at play 
of a powerful character. There were very 
powertul associations called cartels and trusts, 
and »owerful financial interests organised :n 
the banks, which had ramifications in all the 
different countries. It was recognised that 
this was a problem that would have to be 
studied very carefully, A German member 
of the Union had called attention to the 
fact that such commercial and economi>? 
interests did not limit their mfuence to one 
party, but subscribed to the funds of all, 
including the Labour Party. (Laughier ) 
That was a very serious state of affairs, and 
it was of great interest that the question 
had been raised. 

As to the remedy, he personally thought 
that as these associations were of an inter- 
national character the solution would be 
found hy some form of international co- 
cperation, such as the setting up of a depart- 
ment which would look at the matter as it 
fundamentally afiected the lives of the nations 
gener lly. 

In conclusion, Dr. Lange said that, in spite 
of the criticism of parliamentary inatitutions 
and in spite of the fact that some countries had 
abandoned for the time heing the principle of 
elected parliamentary institutions, the crisis 
could not be said to be so fundamental or so 
dahgerons that parliamentary institutions 
themselves were threatened, Heshould then say 
that they were passing through their growing 
pains. They were a most precious form of 
public life and a gréat educator of public 
opinion. (Applause. ) 

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE. 

President Cosgrave, In proposing a vote 
of thanks to Dr. Lange, said he had come 
here some years ago, and had always taken 
a kindly and paternal interest in this country. 
There were many links between the two 
countries, and even in the U.S.A. they found

tests or any barriers they were not going to 
make Parliamentary institutions reresenta- 
tive, and the institutions would not have the 
authority which they otherwise would. 

Senator O'Farrell, in supporting the motion, 
said that Dr. Large had pointed out that 
there was very little difference between the 
two great parties in the United States. *‘ Our 
experience,’ he said, ‘‘of the two principal 
parties here is of a similar nature. Im all 
matters that count we see that their differ- 
ences are mere skilful make-believe.’” He 
added that experience of the work of the 
Inter-Parliamentary Union would teach them 
that this was not the only country which had 
problems to solve. 

The Speaker, in putting the motion, said 
that the problems we had here to-day were 
not peculiar to ourselves. There was no 
question in this country as to Parliamentary 
Government itself. Experience had shown 
that not only were we in favour of Parlia- 
mentary institutions, but that we were snited 
for them, and the smooth working of the 
Parliament under circumstances of great difli- 
culty reflected credit on all parties in the

They are designed to speed up the taking of bets 
and payment of winnings. 

The names of all runners and their jockeys are 
to be given to the Clerk of the Scales not less 
than forty-five minutes before the time fixed for 
the race, and the numbers of the runners, togethér 
with the names of the jockeys and the draw for 
places, are to be exhibited on the number board 
immediately the preceding race hase been ron, 

When the jockeys have been weighed in, and 
provided rio objection has been. lodged, a signal 
will be hoisted as an instruction to the totalisator 
to pay out in accordance with the judge's placings, 
and no objection made subsequent to this can dis- 
turb the payments. 

No. objection to a horse arising out of anything 
occurring in a race, or before weighing in, will 
be entertained unless made within five minutes 
of the placed horses having been weighed in, unless 
under special circumetances the Stewards are satis- 
fied it could not be made within that time.
